Piece povernment must either add to the na- 
tional debt by negotiating a new loan to meet 
the vast expenditures provided, or the ma- 
jority party must throw over board some of the 
subsidy and money grabbing schemes that are 
being backed by them. The facts upon which 
their propositions are based aro extraordinary. 
On Thursday, July 3d, Senator Edmunds 
introdaced a - resolution of : as 
directing the committee of appropriations to 
report to the senato a statement of the gross 
amounts proposed to be appropriated in the 
geveral appropriation bills of this session, 
the. amounts already appropriated and the 
mounts proposed to be paid from the 
reasury in other public bills and acts of this

A FEW DAYS’ GRACE. 


llison, chairmian of the appropria- 
tions committee, immediately arose and asked 
for a féw days of grace, promising to have the 
report ready by next Monday. Accord- 
ingly the clerk of the house and senate coim- 
mittee on appropriation prepared a state- 
ment showing all the regular ap- 
propriations proposed, and the appropria- 
tions called for by other bills. 
has been completed, but the figures are 60 
startling and the gross aimount® called for so 
exceeded the estimated revenues of the gov- 
ernment, that Senator Allison has decided to 
hold back the report until the sundry civil 
bill, which calls for $30,000,000, has been 
adopted- 
WHAT THE REPORT WILL SHOW. 

The report shows that the appr priations 
nade by congress thus far, and approved by 
the president, foot up to the sum of $259,001,3U1. 
In addition are a number of appropriations 
that have passed one or both houses. They 
reach the sum of $109,300,223. To these two 
eums must be added the following estimates: 

Miscellaneous appropriations, $5,000,000 (the 
fast congress they amounted to $10,000,000, 
deficiency to be asked for about $6,000,000; 
dependent pensions about $45,000,000, and 
sinking fund and interest on the public debt, 
as provided for by existing statutes, $101,000,- 
000, making atotal in these four items of 
$157,000,000, or a grand total of $505,911,124. 

This total does not include the subsidies or 
the expenses attendant to the enforcementofa 
federal election law. These features would swell 
the total by at least 310,000,000. To liquidate 
these frightful expenditures are the revenues 
of 1891, estimated tu be $450,414,357.54. This 
éstimate is over $65,000,000 short. If tho tariff 
bill passes, and McKinley’s digures are correct, 
the deficiency would be increased to $115,- 
000,000. Even the repeal of the sinking fund 
law would not relieve the finances of the 
SOuntry. 

Of course all these measures will not go 
through. The question is, which will be sac- 
rific®d? Willit be the river and harbor bill, 
the shipping subsidies, or the federal election 
law? Ifthe entire three were sacrificed, the 
business of the government would not be saved 
from distress. 

When the senate resolution of inquiry is 
answered, as it soon will be, the republicans 
will be faced by a party crisis. They will, per- 
haps, sacrifice the river and harbor bill, but 
neyer the force bill. 

A WILD YOUNG MAN. _ 

A story has been in circulation here today, 
to the effect that Sheppard White, the young 
forger from here arrested today in Lexington, 
Ky.,isa negro. The story is, however, em- 
phaticaliy denied by his employer, whom he 
robbed, and by many who bave known him for 
the five yearshe has been in Washington. 
The young man was quite a dude and a great 
beau in the best class of Washington society. 
Indeed he was admitted imto society every- 
where, and when he telegraphed to Senator 
Blackburn’s daughter, at Lexington, that he 
would reach that place last evening, she and a 
party of her friends met his train, and it was 
Only through their efforts that he was 
not then arrested. Of course, she 
had no knowledge of the crime he had 
committed. White forged his employer’s 
name and got $1,000 the day he skipped. The 
fact that he was one of Washington’s swells 
has made the affair quite a sensation here. 

THE AGRICULTURAL BILL. 

The bill which Mr. H.C. White and the 
presidents of the various agricultural colleges 
in the south have been advocating so earestly 
to appropriate $15,000 from the proceeds of the 
sale of public lands to the agricultural colleges 
of the various states, received a favorable re- 
port from the house committee on education 
today. The bill provides that the appropria- 
tions shall be $15,000 to each college the first 
year, and that it shall increase at the rate of 
$1,000 a year until it shall reach the amount of 
$25,000, at which it shall remain perpetually. 

TIRED OF REED. 

The senate republicans are trying to edge 
out from under Boss Reed’s big hand. They 
managed to consume the two hours and a half 
of tonight’s caucus without naming a day for 
taking up the force bill, and it looks as though 
it might gradually be slipped over into the 
mext session. The caucus voted again, by 
much the same majority as the last one, to 
apply the previous question gag in some form, 
but did not agree on the form, and adjourned, 
telling the caucus committee to devise some 
method, which may not be used at all this 
Session. 

The tariff bill is to be disposed of as soon as 
the appropriation ills are out of the 
Way. Nomiually the force Dill is to 
come next, but the best opinion is that by the 
time the tariff bill is passed, it will seem to 
be too late to pass the force bill, unless she 
party spirit is greatly stirred up by Reed in 

© meantime, or the democrats force the 
fighting.

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APPROPRIATION BILLS 


ef the Senate 
day. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—In the senate Pre- 
siding Oflicer Ingalls announced his signature 
to the silver bill. The senate then proceeded 
to the consideration of the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill. 

Mr. Edmonds asked Mr. Allison if he was 
prepeaes to give to the senate the status of the 
various appropriation bills. 

Mr. Allison said that the agricultural bill and 
the army bill became laws, the consular and 
diplomatic bill was in the hands of the presi- 
dent, the district of Columbia bill was. pend- 
ing in the house of representatives on confer- 
ence report, the fortification bill was in the 
hands of the conference eommittee, the In- 
dian appropriation bil! would be reported today 
or tomorrow from the senate appropriation 
cominittee, the legislative, executive and jndi- 
cial appropriation bill was a Jaw, so was the 
military academy bill; the naval appropria- 
tion bill, the pension appropriation bill, and 
the postoftice appropriation bill, the river and 
harbor bill, and the sundry civil bill were still 
unacted by the senate; the general deficiency 
bill, which would probably cover four or five 
million dollars, was still behind. Ail the ap- 
propriation bills, with river and harbor, sundry 
civil and deficiency bill estimated, would ag- 
gregate about $359,000,000. 

Mr. Gorman—That does not ‘include perma- 
nent appropriations of about $100,000,000, 

Mr. Allison—It does not. It only includes 
regular appropriation bills 

Among the amendments to the sundry civil 
bill reported from the committee on appro- 
priations and agreed to by the senate was the 
following: Item of $80,000 for building an 
addition to the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing, where silver certificates are printed, to 
furnish accommodation for more presses; 
item of $383,500 for the purpose 
of improving, extending . and~ repainng 
the vanitsin the treasury building, and for 
constructing new vaults or safes ~~ in- 
Sserting a large number of items for light- 
houses, beacous and fog signals. 

The amendment toinsert an item of $500,000 
for establishing in Washington a Latin-Ameri- 
can memorial library, the site to be selected by 
the secretary of state and the building to be 
erected under his direction and supervision, 
having been reached, Mr. Vest opposed it as 
being part of a sentimental programme to se- 
cure commerce with the South American 
states. It was_,nonsense to expect that any 
elamour could fire thrown over the subject in 
the way of sentiment that would bring such 
trade. It could only be brought by making 
it the interest of the South American states to 
trade with the United States. Besides there 
was now being erected a magnificent library 
building, at a cost of $600,000; and certain 
rooms in that building might be dedicated to 
the purposeindicated inthe amendment. The 
senate was asked to appropriate $500,000 for a 
spectacular performance and that at a time 
when there was nut room in the public build- 
ings to transact the absolute and exigent 
public businéss. 

Mr. Hawley said that he concurred with 
overything which Mr. Vest had said. The li- 
brary of congress had already a very fine col- 
lection of old manuscripts, maps and books re- 
lating to the early history of the American 
continent, and he suggested that instead of di- 
viding those resources it would be very much 
better to take a section or branch of that li- 
brary and entitle it the ‘‘Latin-American Me- 
morial Library.’”’ He offered an amendment 
to that effect, and appropriating $25,000 for 
the purpose. 

Mr. Vest sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read the presidents message suggesting the 
estabiisiiment of a ‘Latin-American memorial 
library, and contended that it would be no 
discourtesy, 6von toadvocates of the plan, if 
an apartmentin the library of congress, was 
set apart for the purpose. Mr, Silva, delegate 
from Columbia, who originated the sugvestion, 
had used the words “building or apartment.”’ 

Mr. Edmunds remarked that it was obvi- 
ous to any scholar or student that the 
separation of historical documents of 
one particular country, or sot 
of countries from those of 
all other countries was really the destruction 
of the value of both. Mr. Vest predicted that, 
if the commitiee’s amendment was adopted, 
the cost would not be $500,000, but at least 
$2,500,000. He had no disposition to criticise 
the Pan-American commission orits work, but 
he prefered to wait and see what the result 
would be before a monument to it was erected. 
He azreed with Mr. Hawley in the idea that 
if the monument was to be erected, it shouid 
be in the shape of an arch or some work of arf. 

Firally, at Mr. Gorman’s suggestion, the 
amendment went over, and others to which 
no objection were made, were agreed to. 

Mr. Spooner moved to increase the limit of 
the cost of the public building at Milwaukee, 
Wis., by $400,000, agreed to. Having dis- 
posed of fifty of the 114 pages of the bill, it 
was laid aside until tomorrow. 

After clearing the calendar of a number of 
bills of local interest, tha’senate, at 5:50, ad- 
journed.

WASHINGTON, July 14.—After some time 
had been used up by dilatory tactics on the 
democratic side, the house went into commit- 
tee of the whole on the bill Known asthe At- 
kinson bill, supplemental to the act authoriz- 
ing theconstruction of the Baltimore and 
Potomac railroad in the District of Columbia. 

After the debate had progressed for an hour, 
Mr. Moore, of New Hampshire, moved that 
the bill be reported to the house with a recom- 
mendation that it be recommitted to the com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia, with in- 
structions to report back a substitute provid- 
ing that before the first of January, 
1804, the railroad company shall 
remove its present station from 
Sixth and B streets to the intersection of Vir- 
ginia and Maryland avenues. This wasagreed 
to by 69 to 54. The committce accordingly 
arose and reported its recommendation to the 
house. The recommendation was agreed to by 
59 to 52, and accordingly the bill was recom- 
mitted, with instructions as stated. 

Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina, moved to 
reconsider, and also moved to lay that motion 
on the table. A standing vote resulting 64 to 
55, the yeas and nays were demanded, pendin 
which Mr. Buchanan, of New Jersey, move 
to adjourn. The motion to adjourn was lost— 
yeas, 60; nays, 99. One hundred and twenty 
members were announced as paired on this 
yote. On the motion to table, the vote re- 
sulted, yeas 90, nays 58. No quorum. The 
house then, at 3:50, adjourned.

LACY’'S SHARP WORDS 


ADDRESSED TO GENERAL JUBAL 
A. EARLY. 


WHICH MAY MEAN _ BLOOD. 


The Major Attacks the Personal, Political 
and Military Character of the General 
in Scorching Language. 


FREDERICKSBURG, Va., July 14.—[Specia}. ] 


The controversy between Major J. Horace 
Lacy, of this city, and General Jubal A. Early, 
which has caused so much interest, how seems 
as if there will be trouble, and the friends of 
both are anxiously awaiting developments. 

The controversy started during the last 
gubernatorial canvass, when a letter, signed 
by Major Lacy, was circylated by Mahone, in 
which it said that General Lee once, at a din- 
ner party, said that if any accident befell him 
during the war, his preference for commander 
of the confederate forces would have been 
Mahone. 

The letter also said that General Hampton 
was present when the interview occurred. 
General Hampton denied it immediately, 
when his attention was called to,and it was 
soon after dropped, and probably would not 
have again been brought to lightbut for the 
meeting of Lacy and Early at the unveiling of 
the Lee statue in Richmond, at which place 
Major Lacy reported, on his return here, that 
Early acted very ungentlemanly toward him. 
This was published, and when Early saw it, 
he replied denying it, and also went for Lacy 
with gloves off, in reference to the circular he 
gave Mahone to use. 

MAJOR LACY’S LETTER, 


Early’s reply wss shown to Major Lacy last 
week. This evening Major Lacy furnished 
the press with the following scorching letter 
in unmistakable language: 

In dignifying, by my notice, the unprovoked 
and malicious assault upon my honor and integ- 
rity made by General Karly, I will saythat for 
many years, both in war and peace, my relations 
have been kind and even cordial with 
General Early. I was greatly surprised at 
the brutal insult he offered me at the banquet of 
the army of Northern Virginia, on the unveiling 
of the statue of Lee, but I am surprised at his not 
remembering it, for he was evidently blind drunk 
at the time, and not responsible for his actions. 
But what the psalmist said in his haste, 
of all men, Early differs from the 
psalmist in this, as everything has been deliber- 
ately written of it. It will, however,I think, be 
renerally believed that intense hatred of Mahone, 
rather than want of faith in my honor and 
veracity, impelled the present publication. In- 
heriting little save an honorable name,I can 
proudly say that for more than three-score years 
it was never tarnished by the breath of detrac- 
tion or eyen suspicion until the foul, false 
charge of gratuitous and unnecessary falsehood, 
uttered to enhance the reputation of a bitter 
political enemy, was made by this drunken Ther- 
sites and hoary slanderer, now waxed insolent and 
wanton upon the bounty of the Lousiana lottery. 

While nothing, unless bitter, extreme and cen- 
sorious, Early, it is well known, has been found 
on both sides of the questions of histime. He 
now denounces every republicag in the south as a 
deserter, traitorand scoundrel, but during all his 
civil and political life he heid the opinions which 
found thelr logical expreasion in the principle and 
poliey of that party. Itis within the memory of 
all that the strongest unionist and most abject 
submissionist in the Virginia constitutional con- 
vention, after the state was kicked by Lincoln’s 
proclamation, and a high rank given him in the 
army, Early became the most extreme fire eater 
and ardent secessionist. 

It is also well known that this notorious prac- 
tical miscegenationist has emphasized his deyo- 
tion to the fpurity of the Anglo-Saxon, 
and the supremacy of the white race by re- 
fusing to enter Virginia’s legislative halls 
solongas a negro is admitted as a member. 
Gifted with a fine memory and average abilities, 
Early presents the same spectacle of 
one who has cultivated the malevo- 
lent’ passions, until like vipers, they con- 
stantly hiss from his lips. Who can look without 
a shudder of sorrow and pity, mingled with con- 
tcemptuous scorn, upon that aged and bowed 
form, “clothed with cursing as 
with a garment,” pouring upon 
all who differ with him abuse ana slander from a 
heart and mind fullof‘*wrath, malice and all un- 
charitableness,”’ except when fuller of bad 
whisky, forlam told thatin abysmal depths of 
his present degradation, Early is as indifferent 
to the quality of his liquor as to the character of 
his associates? 

The exact words of General Lee, as written by 
me onthe day upon which they were uttered, 
were: “Among the younger menin the army of 
northern Virginia Ithink William Mahone de- 
veloped the highest qualities for organization and 
command.” This would stili give Early a chance 
to be the successor of Lee, but after his valley ex- 
perience even he could hardly have hoped 
for an independent command, for there are 
upon those pages which contain the record of the 
glorious but unfortunate contest, lured by tears 
and stained with blood, none which we read with 
deeper shame and humiliation than these which 
record the valley campaign of Eariy, where the 
fruits of glorious victory were ignominiously lost 
by the license and revelry which followed the cap- 
ture of the federal camps, and after a series of 
unparalleled reverses, ended so disastrously at 
Waynesboro, with the total flight and dispersion 
of the entire command of which Early, a lonely 
fugitive across the mountain, could not return to 
see of his “lost legions” one organized company. 

Now, more than a quarter of a century has 
elapsed since “The garments rolled in blood have 
passed away,” and the south, rising from the 


ashes and blood of her desolated fields and ruined - 


homes, enters upon a career of industrial enter- 
prise and material development, and prosperity, 
which already bids fair to more than compensate 
for her lost political supremacy and old 
historic renown. At suchatime the presence at 
the north, and in the south, of that old bourbon 
element, which is alike unable to learn or to for- 
get, is most unfortunate and injurious. The re- 
verse of the benediction pronounced upon the 
peacemakers shouid surely fall upon the stirrer 
up of strife. The men who rake amid the 
ashes of the past to bring together 
the coals now almost extinct, and _ retain 
upon the altars of sectional prejudice 
and party aggrandisement, the fire which once 
burnt all too fiercely, the men who. pouring only 
over these pages which vindicate their political 
wisdom or illustrate their martial valor, only in- 
tensify the passions and prejudices of the past, 
are utterly unable to meet the exigencies and the 
duties of the present, and never lift their fur- 
rowed brow to catch a gleam of the crowning 
glory. Ingalls and Early, we hope, will stand in 
the pantheon of history as the last representative 
types of that dangerous, destructive and happily 
extinct species.

SENT INTO ETERNITY BY S8UN- 
° DAY’S CYCLONE. : 


AN EXCURSION BOAT CAPSIZED 


On Lake Pepin and Very Few of the Ex- 
eursionists Saved—Details of the 
Calamity. 


Laxe City,'Minn., July 14.—Last night just 
before dark a disastrous cyclone bore down upon 
this community, and in a few minutes nearly 
ag eppicy people were killed. 

rMatappears to be an ordinary electric 
storm was noticed coming from the west, but 
in ahalfhourthe whole heavens had been 
converted into a lightning-lined black canopy 
of death. 

A little before dark a terrific wind struck 
the village, driving every one in doors, Trees 
were uprooted, buildings wrecked, and much 
damage done in the short time the storm 
lasted, 

AN EXCURSION STEAMER WRECKED. 

Th a few moments the news was abroad that 
an @xcusion boat, with over 200 people on it 
was capsized in the middle of Lake Pepin. 
Thé boat was the steamer Sea Wing which 
came down the lake from Diamond Bluff, a 
small placeabout seventeen miles north of 
here,on an excursion to the encampment of the 
first regiment National Guards of Minnesota, 
which is being held a mile below the city. 
The steamer started back on the homeward 
trip about eight o’clock and although 
there were signs of the approaching 
storm, it was not considéred in any 
way serious, and no danger was anticipated. 
The boat was crowded to its fullest capacity, 
about 150 men, women and children from Red 
Wing and Diamond Bluff being on board, and 
about 50 people on a barge which was attached 
to the side of the steamer. When about op- 
posite Lake City the boat began to feel the ef- 
fects of the storm, but the officers kept on 
their way. 

AT THE MERCY OF THE WAVES. 

The storm increased as the boat continued 
up the Jake, and in fifteen minutes was at its 
height. Nearing Central Point, uboutjtwo miles 
above Lake City, the steamer was at the mercy 
of the waves, which were washing over the 
boat, and all was confusion. The boat ran on 
te the bar and the barge was cut loose, and 
the steamer again set adrift in the lake. A 
number of those on the barge jumped and 
stvam ashore. As the barge floated again into 
deep water those on the barge saw the steamer 
as it was carried helplessly out into the middle 
of the lake, and as they were being tossed 
about on the raging waters, were horrified to 
see the steamer capsize and its cargo of one 
hundred and fifty people thrown into the 
lake. Those on the barge remained there un- 
til they drifted near shore, and all were res- 
cued or swam ashore. 

TWO LADIES RESCUED 

Among them were two ladies who were 
brought to the beach by strong and ready 
swimmers. As soon as the storm began to af- 
feet the progress of the boat, Captain Weath- 
erm gave instructions to run the boat into the 
Wisconsin shore, but it was too late. 

The waves were running too high to permit 
the helsman to operate the rudder and the 

st Was at the ceniplete mercy of the storm. 
A fey moments after the barge was cut away 
the steamer was cairied to the center of the 
lake and the efforts of the boat’s crew and the 
more cool headed passengers were devoted to 
the preparations for the worst. A dozen or 
more secured the few life preservers that were 
to be found and jumped into the water, pre- 
fering to take their chances. 

THE STEAMER TURNS OVER. 


In five minutes more the waves began to 
wash into the boat and fill the lower decks, while 
hailstones as large as hen’s eggs came down on 
the heads of the people who were huddled to- 
getheron top. A huge wave struck the craft on 
the side’at the same moment that a terrific blast 
of wind, more horribly forcible than any of 
the others came up, and carried the boat ever. 
All of the peopie on board, one hundred and 
fifty or more, were thrown into the water, 
some being caught underneath and others 
thrown into the waves. The boat turned bot- 
tom upwards, and only about twenty-five peo- 
ple were observed floating on the surface. These 
caught hold of the boat and climbed 
up on the upturned bottom, those first securing 
@ position assisting others. In ten minutes 
more the twenty-five or so who had obtained 
momentary safety on the boat could observe 
no others of the boat’s crew or passengers 
floating on the surface of the continuing high 
sea of waves. Afterward, however, as a flash 
of lightning lighted up the surface of the lake, 
the sight of an occasional white dress of a 
drowning woman or child was observed, but it 
was impossible for those who witnessed the 
horrible sight to lend any aid. 

CALLING FOR HELP. 

Those remaining began calling for help from 
the shore. Soon the storm began to abate, and 
in half an hour lights were observed flitting 
about on the shore at Lake City, opposite 
which point the upturned steamer had now 
drifted. Before- help could reach it, 
however, the poor creatures who yet remaimed 
to tell the horrors of the night were again sub- 
mitted to another battle with the elements. 
With no word of warning, and as they were 
just beginning to hope that they would be 
taken off by the'citizens of Lake City, the boat 
again turned over this time on its side, and 
again all of the twenty-five remaining souls 
were hurled into the water.

THE DEATH ROLL REDUCED. 

At this hour, 2:15 o’clock, sixty persons are 
known to have been saved, and it is thought 
the death roll may be inside of one hundred. 
The wind which did all the mischief was a 
perfectly —_— blow, and no cyclone. It 
now appears that the storm had arisen before 
the boat started from the camp ground, and 
quite a number of excursio refused to 
undertake the homeward journey, but the 
officers saw no danger in the blow and started 
out. The direct force of the wind 
was such as to make the boat 
helpless and beat the waters of the lake into 
great waves. The combined action of the 
wind and waves turned the boat bottom up, 
and afterwards turned heron her side.

A Red Wing, Minn., special says: The 
bodies of those drowned in Lake Pepin last 
night, tothe number of fifty-two, arrived in 
this city at about 6 o'clock this morning. The 
whole toWn wasin morning. Immediately upon 
the arrival of the steamer the bodies were hur- 


ried tothe respective homes of the deceased 
persons. 


At Kohlmann’s Lake. 

Sr. Pau, July 14.—Mr. and Mrs. A. L. 
Ronald, of St. Paul, were out at Kohlmann’s 
lake during the storm and had a narrow escape 
from injury. Mr. Ronald said: 

“My wife and I drove out to Koh!lmann’s 
lake at 2:15, arriving there about 3 o’clock. 
We took a boat and went out fishing on the 
lake @t 3:15. A half hour later we saw the 
storm coming up, but I thought it would pass 
away north of us. I pulled toward Kohl- 
mann’s wharf, however, and just as I landed 
the storm commenced. We ran into Kohl- 
mann’s hotel, and had no sooner got inside than 
the wharf, 100 feet long, was swept away and 
the boat house turned completely around. The 
water in the lake was raised in spray twenty 
feet high, I should guess. The hotel had over 
100 people inside, and they were badly fright- 
ened. Some were crying, and others praying. 
Mr. Kohlmann wanted us to go outside and lie 
down, as he was afraid the house would be 
blown down. Theedge of the storm, how- 
ever, passed within fifty feet of the hotel, and 
struck the north side of the lake, where there 
were five or six houses. These houses were 
all damaged, and most of them swept away. 
Qne house in particular, which had a large 
rear barn behind | it, presumably Schurmeir’s, 
was totally wrecked, and its timbers scattered 
for half a mile along the shcre. 

‘In the track of the storm were some of the 
shingles and a gable end, blown from Kohl- 
mann’s. For a half hour the storm lasted, and 
it appeared to cover a tract of country about 
half to three-quarters of a mile wide. As soon 
as it had passed a large number of men went 
to work helping the wounded and taking out 
the dead. On the other side of the lake car- 
riages of all sorts were in use, and a small 
steam tug, whica had been blown ashore, was 
floated and sent across the lake. I saw four- 
teen people, all pretty badly hurt.’’ 

A PLEASURE PARTY HAS A NARROW ESCAPE. 

“J. W. Terrell and Miss Valdee, P. C. Potts 
and Miss Lou Glason, J.-A. Burke and Miss 
Wheeler, John Bruggeman and wife, all of St. 
Paul, formed a party who were camping on 
the soutwest shore of Lake Jervis and not 
very far from Schurmeir college when the tor- 
nado’s advance guard struck the tent. They 
made an effort to hold the canvas down, but 
this was soon abandoned, as the terror of the 
storm was realized, and the party fled to 
the shelter of the overhanging bank. They 
got there justin time to save their lives, as 
the tentand all its appurtenances, together 
with a horse and buggy belonging to Mr. Ter- 
rell, were blown into ’the lake, in whose 
depths they still are. Mr. Terrell was blown 
against a tree,and he was somewhat bruised 
and scratched, as were indeed all of the 
party.’’ .

‘MRS. GOULD WAS GAY 


AND MADE A LASTING IMPRESSION 
ON ALL WHO SAW HER, 


She Would Hug, and She Would Kiss, and 
and She Would Drink More Schnapps 
Than Anybody in Town. 


New Yorn, July 14.—[Special.}—People 
everywhere around this city yesterday dis- 
cussed the long and graphic story of the stab- 
bing of Clarence Gould by his pretty wife, at 
Murphy, N.C. 

Many persons there were who had been ace 
quainted with Mrs. Lillian Gould, and all cor- 
roborated the facts traced with much difficulty 
by the correspondents of The World. 

WHEN FIRST SHE CAME. 

On July 8th Mrs. Gould killed her husband 
with a dagger she wore in her belt, but was 
immediately released on the testimony of 
negro waiter named Rob Ramsey, who swore 
that Mrs. Gould acted in self-défense. 

In October, 1888, Mrs. Gould came to Amere 
ic& penniless, and after many vicissitudes was 
lucky enough to fall into the hands of Mrs. 
Blake, at the office of the commissioner of 
charities and corrections. Through her influ- 
ence the commissioners of emigration sent Mrs. 
Gould to her husband in Georgia. : 

, THERE WAS LAUGHING THEN: 

Mrs. Lena Bauer, who keeps the hotel at 
No. 211 Christie street, where Mrs. Gould 
stopped for nineteen days, was seen yesterday 
at her new hotel, at South Beach. Mrs. 
Gould’s stay in her house is evidently a meme 
orable affair. 

“I laughed more, I think in those days,”* 
said Mrs. Bauer, “than I ever did before or 
since. Mrs. Gould came to my house 
while I was absent. I would not 
have taken her, for we had no la 
dies in the hotel, but she was brought by 
an officer of the steamer, and when 1 got home 
I found him there.’’ 

SHE WAS A LADY. 

“In every way Mrs. Gould wasa lady. Hee 
clothes were few, but they were the clothes of 
a lady bred. ‘Tho way she held her hands and 
dressed showed she was a lady, but she was 
queerin her head alittle. She was always 
talking about her husband. Every mai that 
came in she asked: 

‘Have you come from'Florida? Have you 
seen my husband ?’”’ 

AND HOW SHE WOULD KIss! 

‘‘That was when she was herself, but if she 
had been drinking a little, she would flings 
her arms about anybody’s neck and 
love them most to death. A stranger would 
come into my hotel, and she would say: 

‘“Ah, Thereis my dee-ar husband now.* 
Then sh3 wonld kiss him. 

“I felt disgraced and tried to drive her away; 
and when she proved exacting she would run to 
my mother, poor »ld lady, who is eighty years 
old, and almost choke her to death, telling her 
how she toved her, and how she must wait until 
her husband came.”’ 

HOW SHE WAS TALKED AWAY. 

‘One day I saw her cheeks burn in two little 
red spots on her cheek bones, and her eyes 
glittered and were so bright that I asked her 
to go with me toa placs where they had fine 
schnapps. , 

“In that way I took her to the station house, 
and from there she was sent to Bellevue. 

“Tt was only when she had had some 
schhapps that she was so foolish. She 
was not bad, but she would. kiss 
me ormy poor old mother, or any strange 
man who came into the hotel. And as for my 
husband, he is not well, poor man, and she 
had him so frightened he dared not look at her 
for fear she would choke him with her hugs 
and kisses.’’

Bonen informed THE CONSTITUTION that it 
was likely that the Macon merchants would 
comply with this request at once, und that 
they warmly favored the idea of forming some 
lan of protection.

The following is the circular received : 

To che Merchants of the State of Georgia: Has 
not the time fully coine when the merchants of 
our state should take some steps by which they 
can be protected from the dishonesty of a large 
portion of our citizens who support themselves 
and families by obtaining merchandise from us as 
mercbants, never intending to pay for them, or 
refusing todo so upon the slightest pretext, as 
they arc aware of the fact that there is no law in 
existence by which payment can be forced from 
them? All interests have their protection. The 
contractors and the mill men have their liens; 
the real estate dealers have their mort- 


es ; bankers have their endorsers ; 
fhe cotton factors have their liens and 
mortgages; the msurance companies can eancel 
their policies when the premium is not paid; the 
landlords have their protection in ‘the distress 
warrant. But what protection have the merchants? 
None in the world. They are forced by custom to 
extend credit to their patrons, and many prove 
themselves unworthy of confidence, and we think 
and believe that our state, to whom we pay taxes 
for her support, should adopt some law for our 
srotection. And there is no law that our legisla- 
nos can enact that will protect us as well as a gen- 
eral garnishment law, which will force every man 
to pay his debts.

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The Negro Was a Desperate Character and 
Deserved Punishment, But He Was 
Not Lynched, 


Socrau Crrcie, Ga., July 14.—[Special.]— 
Citizens here wish to correct a report pub- 
lished by special from this place, ine reference 
to the shooting.and sinkingiin Spencer’s pond, 
on Jim Harmon, the negro that entered the 
bedroom of Mrs, Williams .and daughter, 
through.a window at. night. The negro was 
stripped of his coat and hat in the scuffle with 
Mr. Williams, wife and daughter, which were 
identified next morning, when he-was arrested 
and acknowledged to the whole affair, A com- 
mitment trial was had before Justice 
Dieyd, ‘who ‘placed his bond at $500, 
and he, failing’ to make said bond, was 
placed in the lockup until the.hext morning 
when he was to be sent to Monroe jail. 

TOOK HIM AWAY FROM THE BOYS. 

The trial was late on the evening of the 9th 
instant. Constable Phillips, who had charge of 
the key fto the lockup, having heard that 
there was some talk among the boys of taking 
him from the calaboose and whipping him be- 


fore seriding him to jail, left home with the 


key and went to the factory, , one-half mile 
distant, to spend the night with his brother-in- 
jaw:’ By some means the boys discovered his 
whereabouts, and, disguising themselves, 
rushed upon him in the dark and wrested the 
key from him, then proceeded to the cala- 
boose and took Jim out and down into Spen- 
cer’s woods.

Constable Phillips reported the facts to the 
citisens early next morning, when a public 
meetipg was called, and a committee of ten 
responsible citizens appointed to thoroughly 
investigate the matter and make search for the 
negro’s whereabouts. 

Fully one-fifth of the white and colored peo- 
ple of the town joined in the search, and 
after searching Spencer’s ‘woods  thor- 
oughly, the pond owas visited and 
dragged; also Gibson’s pond a half-mile fur 
ther was exainined, andno trace of him found. 

The searching party got back to town about 
12 o'clock nocn, when they ascertained that 
Alfred Herring, a particular friend of Jim’s, 
had reported that Jim came to his home about 
1 o’clock at night, reported that he had made 
his escape from the party who. had taken him 
out of the calaboose. while all but one of them 
were cutting hickories to whip him with. 

THE FUGITIVE IS SAFER. 

After furnishing him with hat, coat and 
shoes, Jim went his way rejoicing. We 
have earned that Jim .was - guilty 
of a like offense in Conyers, 
some time ago. for which there is a warrant 
out forhim now. We only wish to correct 
any false rumor that may go out from our 
town, as we claim to be law abiding..citizens.

| FELTON'S GREAT SPEECH 


IT IS FULLY ENDORSED BY REV. 
SAM P. JONES. 


The Opposition to the Original Package Bus- 
iness in Cartersville Brings Out a 
Masterly Speech. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., July 12.—Editors Constitu- 
tien: The report in yesterday afternoon's Journal 
was a little previous in the announcement that 
Dr. Felton was nominated for congress at our 
anti-original package meeting,” at the Union 
tabernacie last Thursday night. But if the 
seventh congressional district could have been 
present and heard the burning words of the grand 
old man of Bartow, and had been in convention 
assembled, he certainly would have been 
nominated by acclamation. The truth is 
we need such men as Dr. Felton 
in the halls of the federal congress from every 
district in the South. I give you below the sub- 
Stance of his speech, which I hope you will give 
spacein yourcolumns. There are thousands of 
us in the seventh congressional district ready to 
raliy to the support of Dr. Felton on the platform 
set forth in this speech. 

Dr. Felton said substantially the following : 

“Tam glad this meeting was calied. I never 
heard of the meeting bcing called until about 
dark, and in fifteen minutes time I was on my 
way to unite with this people in a protest against 
this ‘original package’ tyranny. By act of legisla- 
ture, Bartow county has prohibited the sale of 
liquors within her territory. Thatlaw is in full 
force. Lama state rights man. I believe in the 
absolute sovereignty of Georgia in all her domes- 
tic affairs. She has a right to police her territory 
ane make such police laws as she wishes. I am 
not here to resist the decision of the supreme 
court. I think it possible that decision was cor- 
rect, but the same court on different occasions had 
decided that the state had the right 
to reguiate and control the sale of 
liquors as a police measure, The most humiliating 
fact connected with this ‘original package’ tyr- 
anny and this threatened sale of liquor in Bartow 
county, is the fact that the federal government is 
seeking to overturn state laws. It is reported that 
this morning a creature leaves Cartersville (I dare 
not call him man),going to Atlanta to obtain from 
the collector of internal revenue a license to 
violate and crush out one of the statute laws of 
Georgia. It is inexpressibly humiliating. My 
friend, Walter Johnson, is a good man, a Chris- 
tian man, and I know he would not grant such a 
license unless compelled by official duty. The 
whole thing is a part and parcel of that infernal 
internal revenue system, and grows out of it 
directly. l would wipe it out, if possible, from 
the face of the government. I would today 
repeal the law taxing tobacco, taxing whisky, 
taxing oleomargarine, taxing compound lard, 
taxing the issue of state banks. The whole 
infamous thing should be _ blotted out. 
As long as it continues to exist you will have fed- 
eral officials licensing and authorizing men tu 
override the supremacy of Georgia over her do- 
mestic and police affairs. This whole 
affair is a triumph of the whisky 
ring. A few days after this  ‘orig- 
inal package’ decision was announced, a bill was 
introduced into the senate to correct its evils and 
save the states, as the supreme court suggested as 
possible; but a United States senator from Mis- 
souriis represented as jumping onit with both 
feet to stamp its life out. There itis lying today, 
and the whole congress is afraid to pass it for fear 
of offending the whisky ring. And it all grows 
out of the United States government’s guing into 
copartnership with the whisky ring to manufac- 
ture whisky, and the latest move is to go into co- 
partnership to sell itin Georgia and other states. 
sone two years agoan effort was made in con- 
gress to repeal the law authorizing the 
collection of internal revenue, and 
we were told then we must wait until the 
Mills bill passed congress; and now we are told to 
wat until the McKinley bill passes congress. We 
were told when Mr. Harrison was inauyurated as 
president of the United States, that he was an 
elder in the Presbyterian church; would hold 
family prayer in the white house, and was an ex- 
treme prohibitionist. But now, for partisan ends 
andl purposes—-now to overthrow every reserved 
right of the states, and now to make this great 
government one grinding, centralized despotism— 
he, seems to be check by jowl with the whisky 
rulers of this country. We will never have any 


+ relief from this despotism until we have congress- 


men in the honse and senate, who are willing to 
subordinate mere partisanship to the absolute 
sovereignty of the states, in their local and do- 
mestic afiairs.

He Was a Georgian. 

The late General Fremont, whose sudden 
death was announced in yesterday's tele- 
grams, was, according to some authorities, a 
Georgian by birth, a native of Savannah.] 

Fremont drifted northward in his child- 
hood, and identified himself with his 
adopted section. His fame will rest upon 
his career on the Pacific slope, where he se- 
cured Calitornia for the United States, and 
with a firm hand repressed the lawlessness 
of the frontier. 

In 1856 he was the defeated candidate of 
the republicans for the presidency. When 
the war broke out he entered the federal 
service as a general, but failed to distinguish 
himself. In his old age he has had a hard 
struggle with poverty, and the recent pen- 
sion granted by the government came too 
late to do him much good. 

Despite his mistakes and reverses, the 
Pathfinder, as he was called, did more 
than any other man to open the far 
west to white occupation. We can af- 
ford to forget some chapters of his record, 
and enroll him among the great Georgians 
who have rendered distinguished services to 
their country. He was an ideal pioneer, 
a brave soldier and a well-meaning but ex- 
ceptionally unfortunate man.

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The Presidency of the Senate. 

The most prominent candidate for the 
presidency of the next senate is Hon. Tom 
Cabaniss, of Monroe county, and, unless 
signs fail, he will yield the gavel of that dis- 
tinguished body for the next two years. 

No man in the state will better adorn the 
position than Captain Cabaniss, whose rec- 
ord asa public man fully justifies his aspira- 
tion to preside over the senate. 

He was one of the most gallant soldiers 
that left Georgia to serve the confederacy. 
Active, energetic and patriotic, he enfisted 
among the first that left the state, and or- 
ganized one of the most noted companies 
that went from Georgia. He has since 
served his state in the field of statesmanship 
with as much earnestness and ability as 
tharacterized his service as a soldier. 

He has been several times in the legisla- 
ture, having been a member of the senate 
six years ago, where he distinguished him- 
self as chairman of the judiciary gmmittee 
of that body. 

During his public life Captain Cabaniss 
has made friends in every part of the state, 
and they have already acted on the sugges- 
tion of his name for the presidency of the 
senate to such an extent as to practically 
assure his election.

Speaker Reed’s State. 

The returns of the census in Maine, which 
is now practically complete, are giving con- 
siderable dissatisfaction to the republicans, 
although the republican editors profess to be 
much gratified. The people, however, with- 
out regard to party, are dissatisfied at the 
showing that is made. 

A correspondent of the New York Herald 
gays that the tabulations show a discourag- 
ing andan almost uniform loss of popula- 
tion inthe agricultural districts. Towns 
where manufacturing is done, or that have 
become popular as summer resorts, show a 
gain, but the totals are said to be disap- 
pointing in the extreme. They indicate, in 
fact, that the losses of population are far 
greater than the gains, and that the popula- 
tion of the entire state will be largely re. 
duced. In 1880, it was 648,936. 

Secretary Z. A. Gilbert, of the state board 
of agriculture of Maine, recently said that 
the farmers of that state were growing less 
© prosperous every year, and that, sooner or 
later, the farms of Maine will have to be 
abandoned. The remarkable falling off in 
the farming regions, as shown by the census, 
proves that Mr. Gilbert knew what he was 
talking about. One of theresults of the 
showing is to make the republican farmers 
of Maine clamorous against the McKinley 
tariff bill. 

The supervisor of the census in Maine says 
that nearly every county in the state will 
show a loss, and some have lost largely. In 
some counties every town shows a loss, some 
as heavy as sixty percent. The supervisor 
regards the showing as very poor, and says 
it is highly probable that the state will lose 
one of its four congressmeny.even under the 
same basis of representation as in 1880. The 
result of this is that some of the congress- 
men are already figuring around and prepar- 
ing for emergencies, 

Evidently, Speaker Reed’s state is a de- 
caying state.

-It is a peculiar fact. People in cool and 
comfortable-places rush off to hot loealities, 
and return completely broken down.

Many of these vacation advocates plead 
that their health requires an idle frolic of a 
month orso. They travel and load up with 
malaria, contract a feverand die. The death 
rate among summer tourists away from 
home always astonishes those who have re- 
mained behind. 

The millions of real workers who stay at 
home, and toil without cessation, come out 
as well or better than their neighbors. who 
take a vacation. They may be uncomforta- 
ble, but their daily tasks cause them to stick 
to regular habits, and they pull through, 
and find themselves all right in the fall. 

A vacation is a good thing when a man 
heeds it, but it is sometimes a bad thing 
when he does not need it. Here in breezy 
Atlanta it is no hardship to remain during 
the entiresummer. One can work here ail 
the year round and never feel the worse

A Judge Misquoted. 

We find the following dispatch in some of 
our exchanges, bearing date St. Paul, Min- 
nesota : 

Judge A. 8. Gunby, of the Louisiana court of 
appeals, spoke on the race problem at the National 
Educational association last night. 

“This race problem,” he sand, ‘concerns not only 
thesouth but the whole country. It affeets and 
interests éVery section alfke. It is.a burning home 
question of more importance to the American 
people than al other preblems. It will not settle 
itself. It must not be let alone. It demands brave 
thought and determined action if we would solve 
it by a bleodless revelution.”’ 

Judge Gunby denouneed deportation of the 
negroes as unnecessary, unjust and barbarous, 

“There is no race antagonism, no race prejudice 
in the south,” he continued; “butall the trouble 
arises from the political jealousy of the negroes 
and from the fear of the whites that negro rule 
will be restored and utterly destroy the new-born 
progress of the south. The true solution of the 
race problem on a just basis lies in a restriction 
of suffrage, and the only just restriction is an 
educational qualification. Education, sound and 
thorough, benefits the negro in every way, and 
particularly renders him less liable to be involved 
in race riots—as proved by experience. If the 
negro were enabled to exercise the right of 
suffrage intelligently all danger and apprehension 
of race trouble would cease. This qualification 
should be adopted by the general government, and 
the same government should give the negroes the 
means of education as an act of simple justice to 
qualify them for the burdens and responsibilities 
of full citizenship which the government placed 
on them te subserve its own ends. 

“The press should cease to be partisan in the 
presentation of this grave issue. Statesmen 
should throw aside all temporary expedients and 
adjust this question on a basis just and fair and 
safe to both races.”’ 

There are some very just observations in 
the foregoing, but we feel sure that one re- 
mark credited to Mr. Gunby has not been 
correctly reported. In advocating the re- 
striction of suffrage by means of an educa- 
tional qualification, Mr. Gunby is quoted as 
saying: ‘*This qualification should be 
adopted by the general government.’’ 

Now it seems to us impossible that any 
well informed citizen, to say nothing of a 
judge of a court of appeals, should have 
made such a remark. What has the general 
government to do with preseribing the 
qualification of voters? It has been author- 
ized by constitutional amendment to say 
that the states shall not prohibit suffrage on 
account of race, color, or previous condition 
of servitude. ‘That is as far as the general 
government can go. The states have the 
right to place any other restriction on the 
privilege of suffrage. Until last year Rhode 
Island had beth an educational and a _ prop- 
erty qualification, and it is within the 
power of the states to impose any restriction 
that may seem to them to be necessary—the 
only exception being that the restriction 
shall not be based on race, color, or pre- 
vious condition of servitude. 


Where Are Our Good Writers? 

The critie who said that this was a barren 
literary age was not far wrong. 

Good writing is so rare that a man these 
days makes a reputation by one article or by 
a short story. The other day an un- 
known contributor tothe North American 
Review, signing himself ‘‘X. M. C.,” 
showed the errors of Speaker Reed’s rul- 
ings, and displayed such keen wit, strong 
logic, full information and elegant English 
that the country waked up at once, and there 
was a general demand for the writer's name. 

Now, ‘‘X. M. C.’’ is by no means a sec- 
ond Junius. Still, at atime when we have 
so much careless, slipshod writing, so much 
misinformation, and so much printed trash, 
a fairly well written paper excites remark. 

This should attract the attention of our 
scholars. We have thousands of grammars 
and books of rhetoric. We have hundreds 
of professors teaching young men the art of 
composition, and yet there was never so 
much bad writing as at present. There 
must be something faulty in our methods. 
The best equipped writers, from a cultured 
standpoint, fail to leave their marks on the 
literature of the day, while men who have 
been for years in the forests and jungles of 
Africa and India, without any books, dash 
to the front and excite the world’s admira- 
tion when they write. : 

The trouble is, our writers do too much 
reading and too little thinking. They confine 
themselves to their narrow literary circles, 
and fail to get intouch with man and nature. 
When ‘*X, M. C.’s’? name is made public 
thé chances are that he will be found to be a 
man of affairs who lives in a crowd and 
spends very little timein his library. 

One thing, however, is very evident. The 
people are just as anxious to find a good 
writer, and are just as ready to reward him 
with their praise as they were in the bright- 
est age of English literature. 


The Force Bill and Negro Labor. 

Though the public has not entirely recov- 
ered from the deadly effects of his stupen- 
dous oratory on the educational bill, Senator 
Blair is engaged in making other speeches 
in the west. The subject of a speech that 
he recently delivered in St. Paul was “The 
Race Problem.”’ 

Senator Blair's treatment of this trite 
subject would be tame and uninteresting but 
for the fact that he touches upon, and inno- 
cently exposes, another motive which the 
north has for favoring and urging forward 
the conspiracy to demoralize and disorganize 
the industrial as well as the political south. 

We printed yesterday.a significant extract 
from a letter written to the Philadelphia 
Press by a correspondent signing himself 
‘Pig Iron,” in which the reasonable angu- 
ment was made that unless something was 
done to. retard the growth, development and 
progress of the south, various leading indus- 
tries of the north would be utterly unable to 
compete with the products of this section. 
Naturally, the corregpondent sees great pos- 
sibilities in the federal foree and fraud bill, 
and he urges its passage with a vehemence 
that is nothing more than suggestive. 

Brother Blair is not quite as candid asthe 
“Pig Iron’’ correspondent of Pennsylvania's 
leading republican organ, but. he-is almost as 
suggestive. He does not, for instance, 
boldly advocate the federal force bill in so 
many words, nor does he propose it as a 
remedy for the matter that seems to oppress 
his. mind, but there is no doubt that. thoge 
who heard him took the cue, | 

Brother Blair is trying, as he. says, to 

arouse the ‘‘intelligent. self-interest .of the 
northern manufacturers and workingmen,’’ 
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for it. An occasional ride on the numerous 


“What will we do with the negro?’’ but; 
“What will the negro do with us?’’ the ‘‘us’” 
standing for the north with a large N. Ac- 
cording to him, the ability of the negro to. 
work for low wages.and to live cheaply is a 
standing offense and threat to northern 
manufacturers and laborers. . The superficial 
remedy that he proposes is education. He 
desires the negro to be edueated go that his 
wants will multiply and he will be compelled 
to demand more wages in order to supply 
them. 

This scheme, as we have said, is a purely 
st>erficial one, Before the informing in- 
fluences of education can be brought to bear 
on Brother Blair's problem, the negro la- 
borers will have practically driven their 
northern competitors out of the field, For, 
if there is anything in this problem at all, it 
is a.most pressing one, and a remedy to be 
efficient must te prompt. But Brother 
Blair has put the matter in sucha sugges- 


tive shape, that the prejudiced minds of the 


northern people mést interested can very 
easily perceive what they believe, to be a 
remedy in the federal force bill. 

Those who advocate this measure are 
reasonably certain, that the result of it will 
be to demoralize and disorganize the indus- 
tries of the south, and, as a natural conse- 
quence, the negro labor. It will be seen 
thut the federal force bill means a great deal 
more than appears on its face. It is not 
only a political affair, but it strikes deeper 
and harder at the business and industry of 
the south. 


Concernidg Our “Zoo.” 

Already Atlanta has reasons to feel proud 
of her ‘‘Zoo,’’ although the enterprise is in 
its infancy. 

We have some of the costliest specimens 
to be obtained in the Asiatic and African 
forests. ‘Soon the elephant and lion, pur- 
chased by the children, will be added to the 
collection. ‘Still it will be a long time be- 
fore anything like a complete exhibit can be 
made, as it will require considerable outlay 
and a careful selection of young and healthy 
animals, 

But an excellent collection of Americau 
animals ig within easy reach for a small 
outlay. The vast forests of the tropics, 
from Mexico to the confines of Peru, are 
comparatively easy of access, and can be 
reached at little cost, by reason of the now 
cheap modes of transportation. An experi- 
enced man, familiar with the Spanish- 
American people, their manners and lan- 
guage, could go there, and in less than 
three months return with one of the rarest 
collections of tropical wild animals and birds 
that has been seen in any single exhibit in 
this country. 

Speaking of this matter, the other day, a 
gentleman who is familiar with Central 
America, remarked that with $2,000 he 
would undertake to guarantee to deliver to 
the Atlanta Zoo 150 animal specimens” and 
as many rare and beautiful birds. He de- 
scribed the easy mode of capturing the 
puma, jaguar, ocelot, pezota, tapir and 
armadillo, as well as the endless variety of 
monkeys, iguanas, agoutis, and the great 
numbers of gaudy-plumaged birds, including 
the parrot, resplendent trogon, macaws, 
orioles, paroquets, falcons and other birds 
of prey. 

if we desire to make our Zoo one of the 
most notable concerns of the kind on tlie 
continent, why not accept this Central 
American traveler’s proposition? The 
money need not come from the city treasury. 
The people would readily raise it by patron- 
izing a series of excursions,* entertainments, 
races at the park, festivals, musical and 
dramatic performances, etc. Everybody 
would lend a helping hand. In six weeks 
the money could be raised, end before the 
Christmas holidays our Zoo would stand 
without a rival in the union, 

These suggestions, briefly outlined here, 
may induce some of our public-spirited citi- 
zens to take hold of the matter. If we are 
going to make the collection at Grant 
park in any sense complete, we must go to 
work on the line here indicated,

He Writes a Letter to Senator Frye, Which 
the Latter Gives to the Press, in Which 
He Opposes the Bounty on Sugar. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—The following let- 
ter from Secretary Blaine has been received 
today by Senator Frye: 

BAR HARBOR, Me., July 11, 1890.—Dear Mr. Frye: 
I have just received intelligence from the highest 
commercial authority in Havana that American 
flour under the new duties imposed by Spain can- 
not reach the Cuban market under a cost of $11.46 
per barrel, counting the shipping price in New 
York at $4.80 per barrel. Spain holds the market 
for herself and is able to send Buropean flour ata 
price which totally excludes American flour from 
the markets of Cuba and Porto Rico. Other arti- 
cles of American growth are likewise taxed by 
Spain toa point of probibition. This one-sided 
commerce will seriously ipjure the shipping routes 
which are stillin American hands, largely, if not 
exclusively. 

It would certainly be-a very extraordinary policy 
on the part of our government just at this time to 
open our market, without charge or duty, to the 
enormous crops of sugar raised in the two Spanish 
islands. Cuba and Porto Rico furnish the United 
States with nearly or quite one-half of the sugar 
which we consume, and we are far larger con- 
sumers than any other nation in the world. To 
give a free market to this immense product of 
Spanish plantations, atthe moment Spain is ex- 
cluding prodicts of American farmers from her 
market, would be a policy as unprecedented as it 
would be unwise. Our trade with American re- 
publics, 48 well as with the West India islands, 
has been for many years ina most unsatisfactory 
condition. 

The aggregate balance of trade with all Latin- 
América is heavily against us. A single ilus- 
tration will suflice. Since we repealed the duty 
on cofies in 1872 we have imported products to 
the extent of $821,106,000 and have soid to her 
only $156,135,000 of our own products, a difference 
of $664,671,000, which we have paidin gold or its 
equivalent, and Brazil has exported a vast sum 
to the markets of Europe. You can readily see 
how different the result would bave been if in re- 
turn tor free admission of Brazilian coffee in our 
markets we had exacted free admission of certain 
products of the United States in the Brazilian 
markets. 

To repeat this error with sugar, to an amount 
three times as large as with coifee, will close all 
opportunity to establish reciprocity of trade with 
Latin-America. The charge against the pro- 
tective policy which has injured is, that its bene- 
fits go wholly to the manufacturer and capitalist. 
You and I well know that this is not trne, still it 
is most plausible,and therefore the most hurtful ar- 
gument made by freetrade. This isan opportunity 
where the farmer may be benefited, primarily, un- 
deniably richly benetited. 

Here i3 an opportunity for the republican con- 
gress to open the markets of forty millions of peo- 
pie to the products of American farmers. Shall we 
seize the opportunity or shall ws throw it away? 

Ido not doubt but that in many respects the tariff 
bill pending in the senate is a just measure,and that 
most of its provisions are in aceordance with the 
wise policy of protection, but thereis notu sec~ 
tion or a line in the entire bill that will open tne 
market for another bushel of wheat or a barrel of

if sugar is now placed on the free list without 
exacting important trade concessions In return, 
we shall close the door for profitable reciprocity 
against ourselves. Ithink you will find some 
valuable hints on this subject in the president’s 
brief message of June 19th, with as much practical 
wisdom as was ever stated in so short a space. 

Our foreign market for breadstuffs grows nar- 
rower. Great Hritain is exerting every nerve to 
get her bread sup) dies from India. 

It becomes us, therefore, to use every opportu- 
nity for the extension of our market on both of 
the American continents. With nearly $100,000,000 
worth of sugar seeking our market every year, we 
shall prove ourselves most unskilled legisiators if 
we do not secure a large field for the sale and con- 
sumption of our breadstuifs and provisions. The 
late conference of the American republics proved 
the existence of a common desire for closer rela- 
tions. 

Our congress should take up the work where the 
international conference left it. Our field of com- 
mercial development and progress lies south of 
us.

THE PROPOSED RULE 


By Which the Republican Senators Propose 
to Throttle Legislation. 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—The conference of 
republican senators tonight to hear the report 
of the committee appointed to draft a rule to 
limit debate was attended by twenty-nine 
members. Of eighteen absentees ten were re- 
ported to be out of the city. Mr. Platt pre- 
sided. The conference lasted two and one- 
half hours and all the reports agree that prac- 
tical unanimity prevailed. The ruleas agreed 
upen by the committee was presented, and 
thoroughly discussed. There is as yet the 
strictest secrecy observed respecting 
the terms of this rule, and various 
versions of it are current. The one most large- 
ly ‘accepted is that after a proposition has 
been debated for three or four days, it shall be 
in order for any senatorto move that debate 
thereon be limited under the rules. That mo- 
tion shall be put without debate, and, if 
adopted, then debate on the question shall 
cease at the end of six days thereafter. The dis- 
cusion of the rule revealed the fact that almost 
every one present was in favor of the adop- 
tion of some method ofMimiting debate. 

Mr. Edmunds is said to have conceded that 
this was desirable, and he outlined the pro- 
visions of a rule that would have his ap 
proval. While differing from it in terms, it 
is said his proposition was, in effect, similar to 
the resolution proposed by Chandler, which is 
now pending before the committee on rules. 
After the conference adjourned, inquirers 
after results were referred to Chairman Platt, 
who stated that the conference had voted by a 
decided majority that the adoption of the rule 
to limit dehate was necessary, and that the 
resolution reported by the committee had been 
recommitted to that committee, to be again 
réported to another conference, the date of 
which was not fixed, 

In view of the absence of eighteen senators 
from the conference, who may not feel them- 
selves bound to accept the conclusion 
reached, the programme outlined above may 
possibly not be carried out. Two of tonight’s 
absentees were Plumb and Wolcott, who have 
been classed as opponents of the proposed

AN AUGUSTA MYSTERY. 
The Negro Population Stirred Up Over a 


Tragedy. 

Avovusta, Ga., July 14.—[Special.]—The 
negro population of Augusta is stirred up over 
the horrible murder of a young mulatto 
woman, which has just come to light. 

Last evening between 6 and 7 o’clock, as 
William Mitchell, J. H. Baxley and Kirk 
Stone, three colored men, were coming up the 
Savannah river in a boat, their attention was 
attracted at Kirk’s bar, two miles below the 
city, by the appearance of a body floating 
round and round in the water. The men 
steered their boat towards the *bank on this 
side of the stream to ascertain what it was, 
and when they reached it they found it was a 
bright mulatto girl. The men were horrified 
upon examining her body at finding her throat 
cut from ear to ear, her head being almost 
severed from the body. 

There were other marks of violence on her 
person and a number of sharp gashes on the 
face. An alarm was immediately sounded, 
and shortly afterwards a large crowd flocked 
to the spot from the city. The girl was iden- 
tified as Lucinda Tims, a single girl, eighteen 
years old, who lived with her mother on Ellis, 
a few doors above Elbert street, and who has 
been missing from home since last Friday 
night. = 

A clue to the tragedy was given by Henry 
Williamson, an old colored fisherman, who 
lives on the east boundary. He came forward 
and made the startling statement that on Fri- 
day night as he was coming up the river in his 
boat, between 10 and 11 o’clock, as he reached 
Kirk’s bar he heard cries from the bank: 

“Oscar, don’t kill me. Please don’t kill me; 
let me talk to you one minute.”’ 

Each cry, Henry said, was followed by a 
hard lick. Henry stated that he was too far 
off from the gir) to go to her assistance, but he 
fired one shot from his gun, with the hope that 
he would scare the man off, if he did intend to 
do the girlinjury. Henry did not stop, but 
came on up to the city, and when he heard of 
the discovery last evening, he then accounted 
for the strange appeals he heard Friday night. 

At once the officers commenced to investi- 
gate who the Oscar was that Lucinda was 
pleading to. It was finally settled upon that it 
must have been the girl’s brother-in-law, 
Oscar Johnson, who has been separated from 
his wife, Lucinda’s sister, several weeks. The 
evening that Lucinda was seen at home, 
Oscar was there, and shortly after the girl 
went out of the house, about 8 o’cleck, Oscar 
left. He says he met Lucinda standing in the 
green, at the corner of Green and Elbert 
streets, talking to a white man. He claims 
that he did not see Lucinda after that time, 
and that he reached his mother’s house about 
11 o’clock, where he had been living, out on 
Brayton hill, since his wife and he parted. 

Johnson states that the white man with 
whom she was talking had kept her for a long 
time and had been heard to threaten her life 
if she had relations with other men. While 
he does not charge it, there is an effort on the 
part of Johnson to cast suspicion on the white 
man. The motive ascribed forthe murder of 
the girl by Oscar Johnson, was to remove her 
from interference in his domestic relations, he 
having charged her with causing his wife to 
leave him by telling her that he was paying 
improper attentions’ to other women. The 
above is a synopsis of what has thus far been 
brought out inthe evidence before the ‘coro- 
ner’s jury. Theinquest was not concluded 
tonight, and will be resumed tomorrow morn- 
ing.

fHE SEVEN  GANDIDATES TALK. 


Their Views About the Outlook— 
The Meeting Tonight. 


The election tomorrow! 

The democracy of Fulton county will seleet 
the next three representatives from this 
county at the primary election ordered by the 
executive committee for tomorrow, July 16th. 

There are seven candidates, and of them 
three are to be elected, and four will be de- 


feated. 

The seven candidates are: Mr. Clark 
Howell, Jr., Mr. James F. O'Neill, Colonel 
John B. Goodwin, Mr. E. W. Martin, Mr. E. 
W. Mitchell, Colonel Reub Arnold, and Mr. 
§. M. Taliaferro. 

Only those who are registered are entitled 
to vote, and out of the above list of names 
those who have registered may select the three 
that suits them best. 

Things were lively yesterday, and all of the 
candidates were at work. 

Mass meetings were held last night by the 
‘riends of Mr. O'Neill in every ward. 
The meetings partook of the nature of con- 
ferences, and were well attended. 

Colonel Goodwin's friends held -a caucus at 
Concordia hall, at which strong enthusiasm 
was manifested for their favorite. 

The friends of Mr. Clark Howell will hold a 
meeting tonight at Centennial hall, 34 White- 
hall street, to make final arrangements for to- 
morrow’s eleetion. The call forthe meeting 
appears elsewhere. 

A Constitution reporter made the round 
among the candidates yesterday to talk with 
them concerning the election. They spoke as 
follows: 

MR. CLARK HOWELL. 

“T see no reason whatever why I should 
not poll a larger vote on Wednesday than 
in either of my other elections. My friends 
are actively at work, and I have been to every 
militia district in the county. I believe that I 
will get as big a vote in the country districtsas 
I did in either of my other elections in which I 
was a candidate, and if I do that I will be well 
satisfied. My friends in the country say 
that I will run ahead of my vote of two years 
ago. In the city the foutlook is certainly 
encouraging, and from every ward I receive 
the most gratifying reports. Hundreds of let- 
ters have been sent me, many from persons 
whom I have never seen, assuring me of their 
support. I want to urge my friends, however, 
to turn out, and not to let overconfidence pre- 
vent them from actively participating in an 
effort to get out a full vote. I am particularly 
anxious for a full vote, and haye every reason 
to believe that my friends will do theirbest to 
see that I am given the benefit of it. 

HON. JAMES F. O'NEILL. 

“After the very flattering majority which I 
received two years ago,’’ said Mr. O’ Neill, 
‘‘and the interest and enthusiasm manifested 
by my many friends, I see no reason to doubt 
my election by a large majority. You see, I 
was born and raised in Fulton county, and 
there is not a ward inthe city and scarcely a 
precinct in the county in which I have not 
warm personal friends, many of whom were 
my schookmates in the public and high schools 
of this city. There is one very gratifying 
thing which has happened me, and that is the 
voluntary offers of support which have been 
made me by the old citizens of the place who 
have known my people for the last forty years. 

‘So far as my record in the legislature is 
concerned, I have no reason to be ashamed of 
it, and the universal interest taken in my pres- 
ent race by my colleagues in the last house— 
even those whom I frequently opposed, bears 
witness to the fact that I was not without in- 
fluence in that body. 

“Some rumors have been circulated deroga- 
tory to me, but life would be too short to spec- 
ify and deny them all. There is this about 
them, however, as those who know me will 
testify, that the ways of the politician are un- 
known to me, and that I would mueh rather 
be defeated than owe my election to a scurvy 
trick. Lam of the opinion that politics and 
honesty are not inconsistent.”’ 

MR. JOHN B. GOODWIN SAYS: 

If nominated and elected to the general as- 
sembly will say first of all, thatit has always 
been my purpose in public service to promise 
sparingly, and, if possible, to accomplish more 
than promised rather than _ less. Liberal 
promises during a candidacy frequently fall 
short in fulflilment. 

Certainly it would be my desire to serve the 
interests of the whole people by favoring 
wholesome legislation to that end, and to op- 
pose any proposed measures that would work 
injustice to any class or interést. 

I would certainly be in a position to 
do the right if I can ascertain it, 
as I would not be in the service with a view 
of election to the legislature, or to entering 
upon a political life or course, as my prefer- 
ence and interest are inclining me more and 
more to a business life and the practice of my 
profession. If elected, I would favor a busi- 
ness session conducted on business principles, 
and the true interests of all the people, and 
while not favoring undue haste in matters 
of legislation, would expect a _ short 
session of not exceeding forty days to be 
sufficient. If, however, matters of such im- 
portance arise as to require more time to prop- 
erly consider and determine, then, of course, 
® somewhat longer session may be necessary, 
but I do not believe this latter contingency 
likely to arise. 

So far as I have been able to discover, there 
is no district issue or question on which any, of 
the candidates in this county are running.

| Which Atlanta Knights of Pythias Paida 


THE TERMINAL CASE HEARD BE- 
FORE THE COMMISSION. 


The Question of Percentages to Come up 
Today—The Southern Kailway and 
Steamship Association. 


The Terminal case was heard yesterday be- 
fore the railroad commission. 

The hearing was concluded, but no decision 
has been made. 

The question to be decided is whether or not 
the Richmond and Danville, Georgia Pacific, 
Central and East Tennessee are really under 
the same management and control. 

The roads say they are not. 

They contend for themselves that they are 
entirely separate and independent. 

Complaint has been made on the other hand 
that they are under one management, and 


parts of onesystem, and that continuous mile- ; 


age rates should be made to apply- 

Heretofore, in the matter of prescribing a 
tariff, the roads have been regarded by the 
commission as separate and distinct. 

There appeared yesterday as witnesses on 
behalf of the railroads Mr. Pat Calhoun, Com- 
migsioner Thomas H. Carter, of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship association; Traffic 
Manager W. F. Shellman, of the Central, and 
Traflic Manager Edwin Fitzgerald, of the 
East Tennessee. 

There were submitted, in addition, affidavits 
of Mr. John H. Inman, president of the 
Terminal company; President E. P. Alexan- 
der, of the Central; General Manager OC. H. 
Hudson, of the East Tennessee, and General 
Manager Peyton Randolph, of the Richmond 
and Danville. 

These gentlemen all testitied as to the. prac- 
tical working of the roads and of the relation 
of their managements, going to show that the 
roads were freely competitive, each managed 
independent of all others. 

The only representative on the other side 
was Mr. Martin F. Amorous, representing the 
interests of the lumber dealers. He submitted 
evidence to show that the roads were under 
one common management, to all practical 
intents and purposes. He cited examples of 
where rates had been raised since a line passed 
under the contract of the Terminal—and where 
this could not have been done but for the fact 
that the competitive line was also contralled 
by the Terminal. 

Shippers, he said, had a right to complain 
against these roads being regarded as separate 
and distinct. The result: of it was that local 
rates were piled up at. a ruinous rate, while 
continuous mileage rates should be made to 
apply. Asan example, it costs more to ship 
lumber from the timber section of Georgia to 
Lawrenceville, Gwinnett county, than to ship 
it to Cincinnati. 

Brief arguments were made for the roads by 
Mr. Pat Calhoun, Mr. Alex. King and Colonel 
P. L.. Mynatt. 

Techically, the roads are not under the same 
contract. Not by lease. Nor by purchase. 
The supreme court has decided that because 
the same stockholders own a majority of the 
stock of two or more roads, the roads are not 
necessarily under the same management. 

They split the hair by taking the position 
that the comtrol of the roadsis not vested in 
these stockholders, but in directors elected by 
the stoekholders. The board of directors, in 
whom is vested the control of these roads, 
are in no way identified. The board 
of directers of the Central does not 


control infany way, nor is it controlled by, t 16 


board of directors of the East Tennessee. 

And if the question were being investigated 
in a court of law, it would very probably be 
decided that the Terminal roads were separate 
and independent. 

But this is the state commission. The ques- 
tion with them is freed from the technicalities 
and is entirely a practical one. 

Are these roads practically under the same 
management and control? Ought they be 
inade to give continuous mileage rates, as parts 
of one railroad system ? 

The Pereentage Question. 

The question of reducing and redistributing 
the percentages allowed in excess of the stand- 
ard tariff, together with the question of adopt- 
ing a new standard tariff, comes up today be- 
fore the commission. 

Every railroad in the state is interested, and 
there will bea large gathering of railroad 
men. 

The matter is one of the most important in 

the history of the commissian. 
Southern Railway & Steamship Association, 
@ lor the past two or three days a {rumor has 
been quoted in railroad circles to the effect 
that the Southern Railway and Steamship 
association was in a shaky condition. 

The annual meeting which occurred on the 
6th of July in New York developed 
a considerable conflict of interests, and the 
meeting finally adjourned to the 6th of August. 

No otticers were elected. 

The agreement, by which the roads are held 
together in the association, was simply con- 
tinued for one month longer—ifrom August Ist 
to September Ist. 

Whether the differences can be adjusted at 
the meeting on the 6th of August is the vital 
question.

If they are adjusted, the association sails on 


serenely into the sixteenth year of its ex- 
istenee. 

If not, the agreement expires by limitation 
on the lst of Septeimber., 

Just what this means will depend upon how 
many roads refuse to renew their agreement. 

t is possible that one or two roads may with- 
draw, leaving the others in the association.

The alliance store is an outcome of plans 
made by members of the Fulton county. aili- 
ance, and not of state exchange as seems to be 
the belief of the Lowndes county alliance. 

This fact is sufficient to check all fears as 
have been expressed by the alliancemen of 
Lowndes county.

Mr. McGill has emphatically denied 
any knowledge of said conversation. The entire 
conversation as published is a misr« presentation 
of actual facts. ' 

Mr. McGill was the prime mover in, and recom-~ 
mended voluntarily, a reduction of our salaries, 
and this was done after charges had 
been preferred against him in order to 
make his monthly pay roll appear less, and still 
retain for his two boys the unjust and outrageous 
salaries he had given them. Mr.:McGill has 
caused more trouble in the past seven months, 
than has happened for the past fifteen ycars in 
thisshop. Serious charges, towit: Discharging

THE WATER 


And Hear Superintendent Rich- 
ards’s Report of the Situation.

(HE CONSTITUTIONS STATEMENTS TRUE. 


There Was No Occasion fora Sen- 
sation About the, Water. 


Yesterday morning the board of water com- 
missioners held an important called meeting. 

The meeting was called for the purpose of 
taking cognizance of the condition of the 
water now in the reservoir and to ascertain 
whether on accpgntof the infiow of cotton 
seed oil and soda there isany occasion for un- 
easiness on the part of the water consumer of 


the city. 

Aiter a full discussion anda visit tothe 
works the board unaénimonsly confirmed what 
THE CoNSTITUTION published Sunday morn- 
ing—that there is not now and never has been 
ground for apprehension so far as the result of 
the burning of the oil mill goes. 

At the meeting yesterday morning Superin- 
condent Richards, who has thoroughly investi- 
gated the matter inevery particular, submitted 
a report, in which he confidently stated that 
the water flowing into the filter basin now is 
as pure as it ever was, and further, that to his 
knowledge there is no better water furnished 
by any waterworks in the country. 

Before the meeting acjourned the board re- 
solved to have its official statement as to the 
purity of the water,. together with the report 
submitted by Superintendent Richards, pub- 
lished in THe CONSTITUTION. 

Here is Mr. Richards’s report. It will be read 
with interest by the public: 

The Keport. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 14, 1890.—Honorable Board 
of Water Commissioners—-Gentlemen: On the 
morning of the 10th of this month, at about 3 
o'clock, the oil mill, which is situated on the 
Central railroad.at the head waters of the Harden 
branch, was partially destroyed by fire. The fire 
destroyed the oil tanks and liberated a large 
quantity of cotton seed oj], which ran into the 
Harden branch and was conveyed into the reser- 
voir. It was absolutely impossible to prevent its 
flowing in the branch, and as there is no low 
ground through which a ditch could have been 
hurriedly cut to turn the stream in another direc- 
tion, the oil followed the natural course of the 
stream and emptied into the reservoir. 

If the reservoir were full the oil would soon be 
gotten rid of through the overflow pipe, but un- 
lacks twenty-seven 
inches « f being up to the point of overflow. 

While it is unpleasant to observe the oil on the 
surface there is no danger of any of it being taken 
into the pumps. The oil- is on the 
surface of the reseryoir, and the water is taken 
into the filters fifteen feet below the present 
surface. After passing through the filters it is 
taken from the clear water basin, fifteen feet be- 
Jow the surface, and it is necessarily impossible to 
getany oilin the city water mains. The boilers at 
the pumping station would be the first thing to 
detect the presence of oil, and as the water that is 
fed to the boilers iswot filtered, but is just as it 
comes from the reservoir, and asthe presence of 
oil in the boilers would be dangerous, we are keep- 
ing a close watch to see that no oil is taken into 
the boilers. Up to the present time there has been 
no oil taken into the filters, nor will there be any, 
froin the fact that before the water would get low 
enough in the reservoir to admit the surface water 
into the valves from which the water is being drawn 
it would have become so low that there would not 
be sufficient pressure to operate the filters, conse- 
quentiy th: filters would have to be abandoned 
before the oil would pass into them. This state of 
affairs cunpot exist until the water becomes so 
low as to make it necessary to open the by-pass 
valve and take the water direct froin 
the reservoir. If a protracted drougth 
should _—i bring about this state of 
things it is doubtful if the water would be fit for 
anything but sanitary uses, certainly not for 
drinking. 

Whenever the indications are that the water is 
unfit for drinking, I shall certainly know it, asI 
have no other water at my house for any uses; and 
for that reason, if from no other, will keep a jclose 
watch. 

Up to this, there is no better water wn to 
your superintendent, supplied to any city in the 
country.

At the waterworks the board found the con- 
dition of the reservoir asit has already been 
described. There was a great deal of oil on 
the surface, but most of ithad been gotton into 
the prongs, and held there by booms. 

The water in the filter basin was found per- 
fectly pure and free from oil, as it has always 
been. 

The board decided to remove all the oil from 
the lake at once. Manager Haskell has al- 
ready begun this, but the board, through §Su- 
perintendent Richards, will have the work fin 
charge, and see to it that the oil is removed at 
once. 

So use all the water these hot days requite— 
it won’t hurt you.

Acting Car Inspector Smith Explains the 
Situation—A Question of Extra Time. 


Mr. E. A. Smith, acting car inspector of the 
Central railroad in Atlanta, takes a different 
view from others of the differences between 
Mr. McGill and the car inspectors and shop- 
men who recently left the road. 

Speaking of this matter he said to a Con- 
STITUTION reporter yesterday :

We were obliged to be on 
duty sixteen hours to get through with the 
work. For this Mr. Schmidt, the ‘agent of the 
company, agreed to pay us. @ fialf day extra 
time, adding tifteerdays to the month, thus 
increasing our salaries fifty per cent, for 45 
er cent extra work. This additional five 
10Lnrs Was as hardonthe men afier.a days 
work as 5} in the earlier part of the day. 

“When Mr. McGill -was made general fore- 
man, he put on night relief and 
our hours were reduced to the 
old limit and  onr_ salaries likewise. 

“To this Mr. Rutland, Mr. Bell and five of 
the shop hands objected, claiming that the cx- 
tra time was an increase Of wages. I think a 
plain statement of the case shows that they 
were wrong, and in justice to all parties I 
make this explanation.”’

ING—THE DOCTOR HAPPY. 


Judge Wooten Out of the Race in the 
Second—Though, Strongly Urged to 
Run He Declines. 

Mrs. Felton came down from Cartersville 

yesterday and spent a few hours in Atlanta. 


Temperance is the subject which the dis-

‘Every one has a purpose in life,” said she, 
‘‘and my purpose now is temperance.” 

‘‘How about Cartersville and the original 
package matter?” 

““Well,’’ said she, siniling and ‘half shrug- 
ging her shoulders, ‘there is a man in Carters- 
ville who has offered to furnish the tarand the 
feathers rf the ci :izens would do the rest. 

“At the “meeting the other night they asked 
me what to do, and I told them the preachers: 
had given them advice, and we women-would 


meet the original package ‘men at the depot. 


and sing and pray them out of town. I told 
them I woukd do my part of that. 

“The way we happened to ‘be present atthe 
meeting was this: I drove in town that: 
afternoon to get the late mail 
they said to me, ‘are 
not coming to the meeting tonight?’ 

*“What meeting?’ said I. 

‘“Why,-the original package meeting ?’ 

‘“T’ll come if I can drive six miles first. I 
have to go home and back.’ 

* Ts the doctor coming ?’ 

‘He'll eome if Lean bring him, said I, and 
we started home. “I drive a gentle mare, you 
know.” 

‘*Isshe always gentile?’ 

‘Yes, alwaysgentle; but she goes at a brisk 
pace. Dr. Felton says he looked up the road 
late that afternoon and saw a cloud of dust, 
and through the dust he could see me laying 
it on to that mule.”’ 

“Well, I went in and got Howard and Dr. 
Felton to see to the feeding and get out the 
big buggy. In‘fifteen minutes we were on \tie 
way totownagain. That’s the way we came 
to be at the meeting. The next morning it 
was all over the country that a meeting was 
held in Cartersville to nominate Dr. Felton, 
when, in fact, he didn’t know 4any- 
thing about it till fifteen minutes 
before he left for town. ; 

‘You may say for me if you will that Dr. 
Felton feels that after adding something over 
$12,000,000 to the revenues of Georgia,’ he 
feels that he can afford to rest. 

“I believe the State road is valued at 
$6,000,000. In twenty-nine years the state 
will gettmore than twice that sum, and then 
have the property returned to her in as good 
condition. ‘There the state gets about seven 
per cent revenue from her property whenishe 
is paying only three and one-half per cent in- 
terest—just half the rate she gets on her own 
property. 

“Dr. Felton says the good work was done in 
the legislature before the last, when an effort 
was made to sell the road. There was no 
other man on the appropriations committee of 
the house who believed $35,000 a month could 
be had for the road. Why, one of them tried 
to reason the doctor out of it. That man will 
never forget his answer: ‘I am sent here to 
lease that road and if there is not another man 
to say it, I will still fight for it.’ 

Mrs. Felton talked vigorously on 
politics. She thinks the passage of 
the silver coinage t .i will do much to appease 
the people. 

Hon. C. B. Wooten Not in the Race, 

Judge C. B. Wooten, of Calhoun county, 
was in the city yesterday. 

His well known ability and fine record in 
the senate, with his popularity, have 
recently brought him into promi- 
nence as a congressional possibility. 
Notwithstanding the fact that he had not 
consented to run, the Calhoun county people 
nominated him, and since his trip up the 
country he has been pressed to make the race. 

He has never been a candidate, however, 
and he will not be in ‘the race, although it is 
conceded on all sides that his fine ability and 
high character would make hima formidable 
opponent to any candidate if he were in the 
race.

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THE FEDERAL COURT. 


CASE OF CHRISTOPHER CLARKE, 
THE CONSPIRATOR, TOMORROW, 


Judge Newman to Holda Brief Term of the 
Court—The Original Package Cases 
Will Not Be Tried This Session. 


———— 


The special term of the United States court 
will be held tomorrow. 

Judge Newman will arrive in Atlanta to- 
night to preside over the court, and Mr. O. C. 
Fuller, the clerk, has the docket all in readi- 
ness for business. 

It will be a brief session, but to judge from 
the nature of the business before the court, it 
will be an interesting one. 

The court will only last one day, and the 
only case that will come up for hearing is the 
motion for new trial by Christopher Clarke, 
the adjudged conspirator. 

The nature of the evidence in this mo- 
tion for new trial has already been 
published in Tae Constitution, and 
the names of the new witnesses given. 

The movant will endeayor,to prove an alibi, 
not only for himself but for another of the 
alleged conspirators also. .. 

He will further try to show that his Win- 
chester rifle was at the house of another man 
on the night of the attack—that he has been 
convicted of making upon several revenue 
officers. 

At the last term of the court a Miss Black- 
well, to whom, rumor says, Christopher Clarke 
is betrothed, swore that he was at her father’s 
house that night, and went away after the at- 
tack was alleged to have been committed. 
This evidence, however, will probably not be 
repeated in the motion for new trial. 

The revenue ofticers say they were attacked 
near Satterfield’s house, and claimed that 
fifteen shots were fired at them, in the flash of 
which they recognized Christopher Clarke and 
the other two conspirators that have been ar- 
rested under a charge of the crime. 

Such is the nature ot the case, and such will 
be the testimony in the motion for new 
trial today before Judge Newman. 

The Lithonia original package cases will not 
come up before this special session of the 
court. 

The cases have never yet been filed with the 
clerk, and are not on the docket. 

Judge Newman will remainin Atlantaonlya 
day, returning on Thursday to Greenbriar 
White Sulphur Springs, where he is spending 
the heated term.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
Whe Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 

Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 14.-—The hopes of rftany san- 
guine bulls on the stock market were rather dis- 
appointed this morning when the stock market 
failed to respond to the first passage of the silver 
bill by more than a fractional rise at the opening, 
which gave way to heaviness later in the day. 
The more conservative element, however, claimed 
that it is too soon to expect any material results 
from the bill in shape of advanced prices for 
securities as the effects of the law will be slow in 
appearing and must come gradually, but that ulti- 
mate results must be 2 stimulation to business of 
all kinds with higher prices for everything. The 
bears on theother hand were confident that the 
effect of the bill had already been discounted and 
that its ultimate result would be disastrous, as 
the finances of the country are now on the road to 
a silver basis. Thelatter, however, were careful 
not to back their opinion too heavily and con- 
tented themselves with feeling the market 
cautiously after the first demand had slacked 
away. Brokers, however, report more inquiry, 
especially for speculative bonds and feeling among 
them is very hopeful forthe revival of specula- 
tion in the near future, helped along by the action 
of the silver bill. There seemed to be no doubt in 
any quarter that the president would sign the bill. 
Stimulating offers which the passage of the bill 
might legitimately be expected to have were in 
a large degree nullified by shipments of 
gold Saturday with the prospect that others will 
follow and not withdrawing very favorable bank 
statement there was a disposition to go slowly in 
the matter of new ventures in a speculative 
way. No. particular uneasiness is _ felt 
in regard to the shipment of gold in 
view of the small amornt which has 
gone out so far this year, but a liberal supply 
of funds is necessary to any material upward 
movement in securities. The opening of the 
market aided by higher figures from London 
showed advances over Saturday’s final prices of 
from 14 to 144 per cent generally, while the passage 
of the shipping bill opened Pacific Mail up to 1% 
per cent. Outside of Sugar Refineries, silver cer- 
tificates and some specialties, however, further 
gains were entirely insignificant, and the temper 
of speculation from that time out was heavy, 
though prevailing dullness and stagnation pre- 
cluded anything like material losses, and changes 
in the general list were confined to slow and al- 
most imperceptible shading off in values. Sugar 
Refineries showed the most animation, and was 
advanced about two per cent., but later lost all of 
the improvement. Rock Island was shown the 
most attention among the stocks of the regular 
list, andthe bears attacked it on the reports ofa 
failure of crops along the line, but it closed only 
a slight fraction lower than Saturday. The pas- 
sarge of the shipping bills boomed the Pacific Mail 
atthe opening, and it rose 1% per cent., but 
shaded off with the rest of the list for a time, 
but recovered again, and is the only stock show- 
ing material advance for the day, its gain being 
i134 percent. Traders sold early in the day, but 
later became inactive, and the close, while dull, 
was rather heavy at insignificant changes forthe 
day. Sales today, 99,000 shares listed and 31,000 
unlisted.
